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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant asserts that the term "the semiconductor layer is 
composed such that the alloy is sufficient to remove a native oxide from an interface surface between the bond 
structure and the first substrate" is not a product-by-process limitation but rather be a functional language. An analogy 
is given for example: glue on a sheet of paper sufficient to catch a fly. However, the analogy does not seem to be 
correct, since the glue of the sheet of paper still exist on the paper, while the oxide film does not exist at the interface. 
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
